State Dept: Too soon to call 
Libya attack 'act of terror' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
State Department official re¬ 
fused yesterday to call an at¬ 
tack on a US mission in Libya 
in which four Americans were 
killed "an act of terror," saying 
a full investigation had to be 
completed first. 

US and Libyan officials 
have offered widely differing 
accounts about Tuesday’s as¬ 
sault on the Benghazi mission, 
on the anniversary of the Sep¬ 
tember 11, 2001 attacks, in 
which ambassador Chris 
Stevens and three other US 
staff died. 

The US ambassador to the 
United Nations, Susan Rice, 
confirming earlier accounts of 
the attack from the State De¬ 
partment, said Sunday it began 
with a spontaneous protest 
over an anti-Islamic video. 

But Libya's parliament 
chief, Mohammed al- 
Megaryef, blamed the attack 
on a few foreign extremists 
who he said entered Libya 
from Mali and Algeria and pre¬ 
planned it with local "affiliates 
and sympathizers." 

And Al-Qaeda in the Ara¬ 
bian Peninsula claimed it was 
revenge for the killing of the 
terror network's deputy leader 
Abu Yahya al-Libi in a drone 


strike in June. 

Asked if she would de¬ 
scribe Tuesday's assault as an 
act of terror, State Department 
spokeswoman Victoria Nuland 
said: "I'm not going to put la¬ 
bels on this until we have a 
complete investigation." 

"I don't think we know 
enough," Nuland said, adding 
the comments "that Ambassa¬ 
dor Rice made accurately re¬ 
flect our government's initial 
assessment. We're going to 
have a full investigation now, 
and then we'll be in a better po¬ 
sition to put labels on things." 

Libyan authorities are cur¬ 
rently investigating the attack 
and have arrested 50 suspects, 
with the interior minister also 
sacking Benghazi security 
chiefs. 

The FBI is also carrying out 
its own investigation which "is 
obviously going to lead us to the 
appropriate conclusions about 
precisely what happened and 
how it happened," Nuland said. 

While State Department of¬ 
ficials have described what 
they called "a complex attack" 
by extremists, they have 
stopped short of saying what 
its motives were, arguing that 
was one of the purposes of the 
investigation.

ORANJESTAD - Human 
rights are an essential and cri¬ 
tical matter to guarantee the 
quality of life of citizens of any 
country. Human rights are nei¬ 
ther optional nor negotiable, 
and every democracy has the 
obligation to respect, protect 
and realize human rights. On 
the other hand, the citizens of 
each country must also educate 
themselves, respect, maintain, 
document violations, and re¬ 
port these to the existing 
mechanisms in place. 

In order to create an integral 
and common vision based on 
evidence, it is important for all 
countries to know where they 
stand on all the obligations and 
responsibility associated with 
treaties and conventions of 
Human Rights. 

‘Fundacion E Faro,’ by 
means of the funds they have 
available through the Euro¬ 
pean Commission to fortify 
and integrate the English and 
Dutch territories in the 
Caribbean with respect to 
HIV/AIDS (EC/OCT), is in¬ 
tent on conducting a research 
project on Human Rights. This 
research is intended to include 
a number of departments, 
namely, the Department of 
Public Health, Department of 
Contagious Diseases (DBZ), 
Aruba HIV Secretariat, Pan 
American Health Organization 


Caribbean Office (PAHO) and 
the Faculty of Law of the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba. They have 
band together and signed an 
agreement to conduct an in- 
depth study on the reality of 
Human Rights on Aruba as this 
relates to health in general with 
a particular focus on those li¬ 
ving with HIV/AIDS. 

The primary objectives of 
the project is to do an exten¬ 
sive evaluation and study of 
the use and application of the 
laws and general legal systems 
of Aruba. This will be to deter¬ 
mine what impact these have, 
whether negative or positive, 
on the quality of prevention, 
treatment, care and support re¬ 
lated to health and HIV/AIDS 
in our country. 


The results of this research 
will be published and all sec¬ 
tors will be informed as to the 
question about HIV/AIDS. 
And, they intend to thereby 
create a way to stimulate the 
reform of laws as they relate to 
human rights with respect to 
those infected with HIV/AIDS 
on Aruba. 

This research is reportedly, 
an innovative project for the 
Caribbean region, particularly 
for the islands in the Dutch 
Kingdom. It is hoped that it 
can also serve as a model to 
stimulate other countries in the 
region to also define the reality 
of the application of human 
rights as this relates to health 
in general.

The Project, begun September 
1st, 2012, is expected to have 
duration of 6 months. The 
project will entail different ac¬ 
tivities and the process will be 
conducted by the Faculty of 
Law of the University of 
Aruba, under the supervision 
of Dr. Viola Van Bogaert (in¬ 
structor of law at UA), and 
Suzy Kock (law student at the 
UA). 

Local experts from the Fun- 
dacion E Faro and the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health and 
from other departments will 
also lend their support. Javier 
Vasquez has been appointed to 
lead the group. Vasquez is 
Legal Counselor on Human 
Rights and Diversity of Gen¬ 
der for the Caribbean region 
appointed by the Pan-Ameri¬ 
can Health Organization. He 
works from his main office in 
Washington D.C. 

One of the activities of the 
project will be a scanning of all 
our laws to compare these with 
the international treaties and/or 
conventions related to Human 
Rights and see how Aruba 
stacks up, and if we have limi¬ 
tations that must be worked on. 
All stakeholders in the com¬ 
munity will be consulted for 
their feedback. From them 
they will learn what actually 
functions and what not and 


what are the opinions and per¬ 
spective of the community 
with respect to their interaction 
with Human Rights, Health 
and HIV/AIDS. 

While the focus of the re¬ 
search will be on HIV/AIDS, 
they will look at Human 
Rights from the most ample 
context as it relates to health, 
prevention, treatment and gen¬ 
eral care. This is because all 
that is applicable to HIV/ 
AIDS, which is classified as a 
chronic disease and not a mor¬ 
tal disease as of 1995, is also 
applicable to other types of 
chronic diseases. 

The goal of the final report 
will be to delineate where our 
laws can serve as an instru¬ 
ment to support the question of 
HIV/AIDS and where do they 
limit this. 

The final outcome could be 
the basis upon which concrete 
strategies can be implemented 
to remove the existing barriers 
which are limiting us from re¬ 
sponding to the question of 
HIV/AIDS in Aruba. 

In this manner, the ‘Funda- 
cion E Faro’ wants to shine a 
ray of hope on those infected 
with and affected by 
HIV/AIDS on Aruba, and con¬ 
tribute to an improvement of 
the quality of life of every ci¬ 
tizen on this island. 
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Few surprises on Embassies on the alert as Wilders 
Budget Day shows Islam film 


THE HAGUE - Queen Beat¬ 
rix will make her official 
speech from the throne outlin¬ 
ing the government’s plans for 
the next parliamentary year on 
Tuesday, but there will be no 
surprises given the current ad¬ 
ministration’s caretaker status. 

This means ministers are 
simply minding the shop until 
a new coalition has been put 
together. Nevertheless, the 
spending plans for 2013 have 
to be finalised, so the budget 
preparations have continued as 
usual, without controversial el¬ 
ements. 

An added complication this 
year is the spring austerity 
agreement, worked out be¬ 
tween five parties in April in 
an effort to cut the budget 
deficit to below 3% and head 
off sanctions from Brussels. 

The five parties - who ac¬ 
counted for more than half the 
parliamentary seat at the time 
- no longer have majority sup¬ 
port. This means some of the 
austerity measure, such as the 
tax on travel expenses, are un¬ 
likely to make it on to the 
statute books. 

The spring agreement also 


paved the way for a rise in the 
state pension age to 67, an in¬ 
crease in the own-risk element 
in healthcare and limits to tax 
breaks on mortgages. 

The right-wing VVD and 
Labour party PvdA have dif¬ 
fering views on these issues, 
meaning they are also likely to 
be amended when, and if, a 
coalition agreement is finally 
put together. 

In addition, MPs are un¬ 
likely to be too critical about 
any of the measures so long as 
it is unclear which parties will 
form the new cabinet in an ef¬ 
fort not to sour the talks, news 
agency ANP said. 

This means the traditional 
elements of Budget Day - 
Prinsjesdag - will remain: the 
coach processions, the speech 
from the throne and the finance 
minister’s state of the economy 
speech. 

But MPs will be more con¬ 
cerned about the ongoing ef¬ 
forts to put together a new 
government than spending 
plans which have already been 
widely discussed and may 
never become a reality any¬ 
way, ANP said. 


AMSTERDAM - Dutch em¬ 
bassies are on the alert after 
Gert Wilders recommended 
the anti-Islam film Innocence 
of Muslims on his website last 
weekend 

Intelligence services and 
guard units of the missions 
abroad are working overtime 
for fear of reprisals, De 
Telegraaf newspaper reported 
yesterday. The BSB, a heavily- 
armed unit of the Military Po¬ 
lice which is responsible for 
the security of the Dutch em¬ 
bassies, is active day and 


nightU in Afghanistan, Pak¬ 
istan and Iraq, according to the 
paper. 

Party for Freedom (PVV) 
leader Wilders put Innocence 
of Muslims online on Satur¬ 
day. “Everyone should do that 
as signal that violence is not 
accepted and does not work. 
For the same reason, I pub¬ 
lished Mohammed cartoons on 
my website years ago.” 

Shortly after it became 
known that Wilders had put the 
film on line, his own site and 
that of the PVV were no longer 


accessible. Later in the 
evening, it transpired that the 
websites had become inacces¬ 
sible due to the sudden flood of 
visitors. 

Muslim activists worldwide 
have protested against the film 
in recent days, sometimes vio¬ 
lently. The nadir was the 
bloody attack on the US con¬ 
sulate in Libya in which the 
US ambassador was killed. 

The Dutch foreign ministry 
refused to say anything about 
the heightened security at the 
embassies.

Occupy anniversary protests fall flat 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Low 
turnout for Occupy Wall 
Street's big anniversary yester¬ 
day in New York suggested the 
movement against greed has 
lost much of its punch, al¬ 
though dozens were arrested, 
including a bishop. 

In New York's financial dis¬ 
trict, roughly 600 demonstra¬ 
tors carrying signs that read 
"Get money out of politics" 
and "We are the 99 percent" 
took to the streets around Zuc- 
cotti Park, the birthplace of the 
movement one year ago. 

Witnesses counted some 70 


arrests, but overall numbers 
paled in comparison to the 
crowd of 30,000 that packed 
Manhattan's streets on Novem¬ 
ber 17, 2011, to rally against 
economic inequality and 
wealth disparities. 

The National Lawyers 
Guild, who had observers 
around the New York Stock 
Exchange, told AFP at least 70 
people had been arrested by 
mid-moming. 

While one AFP reporter 
saw people taken into custody 
at one entrance to Wall Street, 
another observed how demon¬ 


strators were detained near 
Zuccotti Park as police on 
horseback blocked side streets. 

At one point, marchers ap¬ 
peared on Broadway in an at¬ 
tempt to disrupt the morning 
commute. Around the stock 
exchange, meanwhile, protest¬ 
ers had split into four groups. 

The movement has seen a 
steep drop in support since it 
was founded a year ago, when 
hundreds camped in the park 
to rally against bank bailouts 
and what they called the ruling 
"one percent." 

Last year, Occupy's camp in 


Zuccotti Park spawned similar 
protests in cities around the na¬ 
tion and the world as the 
movement tapped into wide¬ 
spread resentment over the 
economic slump, persistent un¬ 
employment and anger at Wall 
Street practices. 

But this time around, sup¬ 
port in other US cities waned 
with no signs of major protests 
elsewhere in a sign the move¬ 
ment has failed to make good 
on promises to return as a sig¬ 
nificant force. 

Ahead of yesterday's ac¬ 
tion, organizers had hoped the 


one-year anniversary would 
help revitalize protests. 

The highlight of several 
days of street action was to be 
a "people's wall" at the stock 
exchange, said Dana Balicki, 
another spokeswoman for the 
group. 

Yesterday "marks the be¬ 
ginning of year two of Occupy 
Wall Street and four years 
since Lehman Brothers de¬ 
clared bankruptcy, helping cat¬ 
apult our global economy into 
a new phase of disrepair," a 
statement said.

Will, Kate sue in Paris as 
topless pics spread to Italy 


PARIS (AFP) - Britain’s royals 
went on the offensive yester¬ 
day with a criminal complaint 
in Paris against a magazine 
that published photos of Prince 
William’s wife Catherine sun¬ 
bathing topless on the balcony 
of a French chateau. 

A court decision was mean¬ 
while expected today on the 
couple’s request for an injunc¬ 
tion banning the republication 
or resale of the photos, which 
their lawyer said were from a 
"highly intimate moment" and 
had no place in the public do¬ 
main. 

The legal action came as an 
Italian magazine splashed the 
blurry pictures of Catherine 
frolicking in bikini bottoms 
across a special edition with 
the front-page headline: "The 
queen is nude!" 

As the furore over the ex¬ 
posed royal breasts continued 
in Europe, the couple on a visit 
to the Solomon Islands ap¬ 
peared unperturbed when they 
were introduced to a group of 
topless South Pacific women. 

The prosecutor's office in 
the Paris suburb of Nanterre 
said it had received a com¬ 
plaint against persons un¬ 
known from the royal couple. 

The pair have said they 
want criminal charges for the 


alleged breach of French pri¬ 
vacy law brought against both 
the gossip magazine Closer 
and the photographer, whose 
identity the publication has not 
revealed. 

They are also seeking an in¬ 
junction to prevent Closer — 
which is owned by Italian for¬ 
mer prime minister Silvio 
Berlusconi's Mondadori group 
— from re-selling the images of 
the future queen in bikini bot¬ 
toms and of William rubbing 
suncream on her behind. 

At a hearing in Nanterre 
into the injunction request, 
lawyer Aurelien Hamelle said 
the pictures were taken "in a 
highly intimate moment during 
a scene of married life and 
have no place on the cover of 
a magazine." 

Drawing a parallel with the 
"fatal hunt" by paparazzi that 
led to the death of William's 
mother Princess Diana, 
Hamelle urged the presiding 
judge to grant an injunction 
against all republishing of the 
photographs in print and in 
digital form and to ban their re¬ 
sale. 

He said they were not how¬ 
ever requesting the withdrawal 
of current issues of Closer 
from news stands, saying "the 
damage is done".

Hezbollah warns US over film 
as toll rises 
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BEIRUT (AFP) - Hezbollah's 
Hassan Nasrallah warned yes¬ 
terday of "very dangerous" 
global repercussions if an anti- 
Islam film is released in its en¬ 
tirety, as the death toll from a 
week of violence sparked by 
the movie rose to 19. 

An eruption of Muslim 
anger over a trailer of the 
American-made film that ap¬ 
peared on the Internet has 
spread across the world, taking 
hold yesterday in Afghanistan, 
Indonesia, the West Bank, the 
Philippines and Yemen. 

Tens of thousands of 
demonstrators poured into the 
streets of southern Beirut to 
denounce the film at Nasral- 
lah’s request, and the head of 
the powerful Shiite Muslim 


group surprised supporters by 
making a rare public appear¬ 
ance. 

"O Prophet, we die for you, 
my soul and my blood are for 
you," he said, urging the crowd 
to repeat the words after him 
for the whole world to hear. 

Nasrallah, whose Lebanese 
movement is blacklisted in the 
United States as a terrorist 
group, has called for a 
week of protests across the 
country over the film, de¬ 
scribing it as the "worst at¬ 
tack ever on Islam." 

"America must under¬ 
stand... the US must under¬ 
stand that releasing the 
entire film will have dan¬ 
gerous, very dangerous, 
repercussions around the 
world," he told yesterday's 
rally. 

"All our people and 
governments must put 
pressure on the interna¬ 
tional community to issue in¬ 
ternational and national laws to 
criminalise insults of the three 
world religions," he said, refer¬ 
ring to Christianity, Islam and 
Judaism. 

"America, great Satan! Is¬ 
rael, enemy of the Muslims!" 
cried men, women and chil¬ 
dren in Beirut. 

The movie entitled "Inno¬ 
cence of Muslims", believed to 
have been produced by a small 
group of extremist Christians, 


has sparked a week 
of furious protests 
outside US em¬ 
bassies and other 
American symbols 
in at least 20 coun¬ 
tries. 

In Pakistan, 
thousands of stu¬ 
dents burned US 
flags and chanted 
anti-American slo¬ 
gans in the north¬ 
western city of 
Peshawar, where 
Osama bin Laden 
kept a home during 
the 1980s jihad against Soviet 
troops in adjacent Afghanistan. 

In the nearby district of 
Upper Dir, a protester was 
killed and two others wounded 


in a shootout with police. The 
crowd of about 800 people set 
fire to a magistrate's house and 
the local press club. 

In Karachi, Pakistan's 
biggest city, another demon¬ 
strator died after being shot in 
the head during clashes with 
police near the US consulate 
on Sunday.

The US embassy in Islam¬ 
abad was closed yesterday be¬ 
cause of the risk of demon¬ 
strations and diplomats have 
been banned from all but es¬ 
sential travel throughout the 


country. 

In neighbouring Afgha¬ 
nistan, protests turned violent 
for the first time when more 
than 1,000 people protested in 
Kabul, setting police cars and 
containers ablaze, police told 
AFP. 

Between 40 and 50 police¬ 
men were "very slightly 
wounded" by stone-throwers 
and members of the crowd 
waving sticks, said Kabul po¬ 
lice chief Mohammad Ayoub 
Salangi. 

In Jakarta, protesters hurled 
petrol bombs and clashed with 
Indonesian police outside the 
US embassy shouting "Ame¬ 
rica, America go to hell", as 
demonstrations in the world's 
most populous Muslim nation 
turned violent. 

The capital's police chief 
Untung Rajab said 11 police¬ 
men and a protester were in¬ 
jured and taken to hospital, and 
that four protesters were ar¬ 
rested. 

At the weekend, President 
Barack Obama called top US 
diplomats in Libya, Tunisia, 
Yemen and Sudan to as¬ 
sure them their safety is a 
top priority, the White 
House said. 

In Afghanistan, two US 
Marines died and six US 
fighter jets were destroyed 
when Taliban fighters on 
Friday stormed a giant air¬ 
field to avenge the film. 

The United States has 
evacuated all non-essen¬ 
tial staff and family mem¬ 
bers from Sudan and 
Tunisia and warned US 
citizens against travel to 
the two countries. 

Libya said it has arrested 50 
suspects in connection with the 
consulate attack and replaced 
its security chiefs in Benghazi 
region over the deadly vio¬ 
lence.

Cuba sets trial for Spaniard 
accused in dissident's death 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba has 
set an October 5 trial date for a 
Spaniard accused of vehicular 
manslaughter in the death of a 
prominent dissident, Oswaldo 
Paya, who died in an auto ac¬ 
cident, a government website 
said. 

Cubadebate.com said Angel 
Carromero would be tried in 
the city of Bayamo, near the 
scene of accident that killed 
Paya and another Cuban dissi¬ 
dent on July 22. 

Carromero, 27, who runs 
the youth wing of Spain's rul¬ 
ing Popular Party, and a 
Swedish activist were injured 
in the crash. 

Authorities allege that Car¬ 
romero was driving above the 
speed limit when the car hit an 
unpaved section of road out¬ 
side Bayamo in eastern Cuba, 
causing him to lose control of 
the vehicle and crash into a 
tree. 

Spanish press reports have 


said that the Cuban govern¬ 
ment is seeking a seven-year 
prison sentence for "traffic vi¬ 
olations resulting in death" — 
which carries a maximum sen¬ 
tence of 10 ten years in prison 
under the country's penal code. 

The other survivor of the 
crash, Swedish political ac¬ 
tivist Jens Aron Modig, was al¬ 
lowed to return to Sweden 
shortly after the accident. 

Paya's widow, Ofelia Ace¬ 
vedo, voiced suspicions that 
the vehicle her husband was in 
was forced off the road by an¬ 
other vehicle, but the two sur¬ 
vivors said no other cars were 
involved. 

Paya, 60, a leading oppo¬ 
nent of one-party rule under 
the Cuban Communist Party, 
was the 2002 recipient of the 
European Parliament's presti¬ 
gious Sakharov prize, which is 
awarded for defense of human 
rights and freedom of thought. 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The UN Security Council yes¬ 
terday backed a cut of more 
than 50 percent in the size of 
the UN peacekeeping force in 
Liberia as it pressed the go¬ 
vernment to take greater con¬ 
trol of security. 

The force, sent in 2003 as 
part of efforts to end more than 
a decade of civil war in the 
West African country, will be 
cut over the next three years 
from about 8,500 troops and 
police to 3,750. 

A Security Council resolu¬ 
tion passed yesterday autho¬ 
rized the cut called for by UN 
Secretary General Ban Ki- 
moon, who wants to reduce 
many peacekeeper operations 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South African police barred 
firebrand Julius Malema from 
a rally of striking miners yes¬ 
terday, as President Jacob 
Zuma warned that the country 
could ill-afford a recession 
over mine stoppages. 

Zuma told a conference of 
the country's powerful Cosatu 
labour group that 4.5 billion 
rand ($548 million, 417 mil¬ 
lion euros) had been lost in 
gold and platinum production 
this year and a further 118 mil¬ 
lion rand in the coal sector. 

"The impact goes beyond 
the mining sector," he cau¬ 
tioned, saying the manufactur¬ 
ing sector was showing strain. 

"We cannot afford to go 
into a recession, and revert to 
the 2008 and 2009 period 
where the country lost close to 
a million jobs, which we are 
still battling to recover." 

The warning came as 
British mining group Lonmin 
cut its platinum sales forecasts 
over the ongoing strike at its 
Marikana mine which has been 
blighted by a violent strike that 
has crippled production for 


around the world. 

About 2,000 troops will 
leave over the next year and 
the proportion of police will 
increase as the drawdown con¬ 
tinues in future years. 

More than 250,000 people 
were killed in the civil wars 
from 1989 to 2003 and while 
tensions remain on the Ivory 
Coast, UN officials say there 
has been a dramatic improve¬ 
ment in security conditions in 
Liberia in recent years. 

A resolution which ex¬ 
tended the peacekeeping force, 
known as UNMIL, for another 
year to September 30, 2013, 
called on President Ellen John¬ 
son Sirleafs government to 
make an "intensified effort" to 


more than a month. 

Lonmin became the epicen¬ 
tre of a wave of unrest to hit 
the vital mining sector in re¬ 
cent weeks, with tensions forc¬ 
ing several firms to suspend 
operations. 

The striking miners at the 
Marikana mine meanwhile 
have accepted for the first time

It said the government must

PARIS (AFP) - More than 100 
years after it was first caught 
in the act of decaying a pa¬ 
tient's brain, Alzheimer's re¬ 
mains one of medicine's 
greatest challenges as it robs 
ever more people of their 
memory and independence. 

Researchers make halting 
progress, reporting small steps 
forward along with many frus¬ 
trating setbacks. 

And while care for 


Alzheimer's sufferers has im¬ 
proved, and British fantasy au¬ 
thor Terry Pratchett helped lift 
the stigma, the key workings 
of the illness remain a riddle. 

Alzheimer's disease causes 
two-thirds of dementia cases - 

- attacking one in 200 people - 

- and finding a cure has never 
been more pressing as the 
world’s population grows and 
ages. 

"There is going to be a 


tsunami in terms of (cost) bur¬ 
den," Dean Hartley, director of 
science initiatives at the US 
Alzheimer's Association, told 
AFP ahead of World 
Alzheimer's Day on Septem¬ 
ber 21. 

A door to hope slammed 
shut last month when drug gi¬ 
ants Eli Lilly, Pfizer and John¬ 
son & Johnson stopped tests of 
eagerly-anticipated therapies 
that failed in clinical trials. 

On September 6, French re¬ 
searchers announced plant ex¬ 
tract ginko biloba, widely 
marketed as a natural 
Alzheimer's remedy, did not 
actually prevent dementia. 

Blaming insufficient fund¬ 
ing, at least in part, researchers 
say they still do not know 
quite what to make of the 
plaques and tangles that Ger¬ 
man doctor Alois Alzheimer 
first spotted in the brain of a 
dementia patient who died in 
1906. 

Little follow-up work was 
done until the 1960s, partly 
because fewer people were 
then living to an age when the 
disease shows up. 

Today, the sole drugs in our 
arsenal treat some symptoms 
but are powerless to slow the 
progression of Alzheimer's. 

"People are absolutely des¬ 
perate for medicines — people 
suffering from the disease, and 
people close to them," said 
Eric Karran, research director 
at Alzheimer's Research UK. 

"The pharmaceutical indus¬ 
try has had a range of very, 
very expensive failures. I 
worry they might be thinking: 
'this is very difficult and we 
will just have to wait until the 
science is more evolved'." 

Hartley and Karran said 
Alzheimer's received a frac¬ 
tion of the money govern¬ 
ments spend on disease 
research despite being one of 
the costliest illnesses in terms 
of suffering and spending. 


CEDAR HILLS - Since early 
July, neighbors in a Cedar 
Hills neighborhood were get¬ 
ting sick. In September, symp¬ 
toms got worse. Several 
people have been diagnosed 
with giardia since then, but 
what was causing it and why 
was it was spreading was not 
clear. 

The only common factor 
among the 13 affected houses 
was dirty yellow water. 

So I got thinking, ‘Maybe 
they screwed up when they 
switched us over to Cedar 
Hills (water supply),"' said 
Aaron Michaels, a resident 
who contracted the disease. 

That's exactly what hap¬ 
pened. The area was getting its 
water from Manila Water 
Company until that company 
went bankrupt earlier in the 
summer. On July 5, a private 
contractor moved its line to an 
existing Cedar Hills system. 
That's also when neighbors 


started getting sick. The resi¬ 
dents notified the city on Sept. 
4 and public works crews 
began digging. 

They found a small, un¬ 
known pipe was allowing in 
secondary water. But the city 
didn't know about it. It was 
never identified on the con¬ 
struction plan. 

That pipe has since been 
patched up. The city has also 
flushed the system with chlo¬ 
rine and fresh water. It will be 
testing the water through Sept. 
21 to make sure the giardia is 
contained. Bunker said water 
wasn't tested earlier because it 
was already an active line with 
no testing requirements. 

Mayor Gary Gygi said the 
city will compensate residents 
for water bills during the past 
few months. He also said all 
doctor visits, medication and 
claims for time away from 
work should be filed with the 
city's insurance company. 



Too much salt in your diet leads to an increased risk of 
high blood pressure (hypertension). And a recent study 
has found that children are consuming as much salt as 
adults do, leading those who consume the highest 
amounts to have a two to three times greater risk of de¬ 
veloping HBP as kids who get the least amount.

'Three-parent baby' fertility technique 
mulled in Britain 



LONDON (AFP) - A fertility 
technique that uses DNA from 
three parents to create an em¬ 
bryo could become legal in 
Britain after a public consulta¬ 
tion on its ethical implications 
was launched on Monday. 

The results of the consulta¬ 
tion will help inform a deci¬ 
sion by the government on 
whether to legalise the tech¬ 
nique as early as next year — 
potentially making Britain the 
first country in the world to 
hold human trials into the 
treatment, the Daily Telegraph 
reported. 

The IVF-based technique is 
designed to avoid serious mi¬ 
tochondrial diseases inherited 
on the maternal side, such as 
muscular dystrophy, by replac¬ 
ing some of the mitochondrial 
DNA with healthy DNA from 
the so-called ’’third parent”. 

One in 200 children are 
bom each year with a form of

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China calls for WTO 
mediation on US 
anti-dumping measures 


Apple gets record 
iPhone 5 orders 


GENEVA (AFP) - China yes¬ 
terday called on the World 
Trade Organization (WTO) to 
mediate in a $7.23 billion (5.52 
billion euros) dispute over 
anti-dumping measures taken 
by the United States against 24 
Chinese products. 

According to the Geneva- 
based organisation, China 
made "a request for consulta¬ 
tions with the United States on 
countervailing and anti-dump¬ 
ing measures applied to a wide 
range of products exported by 
China to the US." 

The Chinese products af¬ 
fected in the present dispute in¬ 
clude paper, steel, tyres, 
magnets, chemicals, kitchen 
appliances, wood flooring and 
wind towers, the WTO said in 
a brief statement. 

The Chinese Commerce 
Ministry said in a statement 
that the dispute concerned 24 
products with an estimated 
value of $7.23 billion. 

The latest dispute follows a 
similar request by China in Au¬ 
gust valued at $7.3 billion and 
involving 22 products. 

Meanwhile, the US filed a 


complaint at the WTO against 
China over Beijing's subsidies 
for its automotive industry. 

The WTO said the US ac¬ 
cused China of "providing sub¬ 
sidies such as grants, loans, 
forgone government revenue, 
the provision of goods and 
services and other incentives 
contingent upon export per¬ 
formance to automobile and 
automobile-parts enterprises in 
China". 

According to the US, the 
Chinese government pumped 
more than $1 billion (760 mil¬ 
lion euros) in illegal subsidies 
to automotive exporters be¬ 
tween 2009 and 2011. 

In addition, the WTO said 
Washington has signaled its in¬ 
tention to seek WTO media¬ 
tion over a further auto-related 
case — "China's measures im¬ 
posing anti-dumping duties 
and countervailing duties on 
certain automobiles from the 
United States." 

The request is to be made 
on September 28 when the 
trade group's Dispute Settle¬ 
ment Body meets, the organi¬ 
sation said in a statement. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
received more than two mil¬ 
lion orders for its new iPhone 
5 in just 24 hours, the company 
said yesterday, pushing back 
many deliveries into October 
because of strong demand. 

"iPhone 5 pre-orders have 
shattered the previous record 
held by iPhone 4S and the cus¬ 
tomer response to iPhone 5 has 
been phenomenal," said Philip 
Schiller, Apple's senior vice 
president of worldwide mar¬ 
keting. 

Apple unveiled the new 
version of its iconic smart¬ 
phone last Wednesday and 
opened up pre-orders on Fri¬ 
day. The company said the hot 
item would be available in 100 
countries around the world by 
the year-end. 

The first customers in the 
United States and several other 
countries are expected to get 
the device September 21, but 
Apple said some would have 
to wait. 

"Demand for iPhone 5 ex¬ 
ceeds the initial supply and 
while the majority of pre-or¬ 
ders will be delivered to cus¬ 
tomers on September 21, many 
are scheduled to be delivered 
in October," an Apple state¬ 
ment said. 

Apple's US website said or¬ 
ders placed would be shipped 
in two to three weeks. 

The iPhone 5 will be avai- 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazilian authorities said yes¬ 
terday they were slapping a 
$17.5 million fine on US oil 
firm Chevron in connection 
with a major spill off Rio de 
Janeiro state last year. 

Magda Chambriard, direc¬ 
tor general of the National Pe¬ 
troleum Agency (ANP), told a 
press conference that the new 
fine covered 24 infractions. 

"There is one (missing fine) 
related to the abandonment of 
the well. The maximum limit 
is one million reais under the 
law," Chambriard said, adding 
that it would be imposed "in 
the next two months". 

And Chevron could be hit 
with an additional fine of 
$50,000 for "other items". 

Brazil's national oil regula¬ 
tor estimated that 2,400 barrels 
of crude were spilled in the 
November accident. 

A report by ANP released in 
July accused Chevron of neg¬ 
ligence and said the company 
could have avoided the spill 
which occurred in the Frade 
field, located 370 kilometers

a Dutch couple smuggled a 
few embryos into Holland. 
These embryos were then 
transferred to the wombs of 
Dutch goats in Holland thus 
creating the “boer” breed. 

The Dorper breed with its 
white coat and head and black 
neck, and the White Dorper 
which is completely white are 
bred in the same manner as the 
“Boer” especially for the pro¬ 
duction of meat. A Dorper 
lamb and the White Dorper 
are ready for consumption 
after 4 to 5 months after birth. 

Milk produced by these 
goats can be purchased at 
Santa Rosa along with an in¬ 
struction guide and advice on 
how to make your own cheese 
at home. Santa Rosa’s goats 
and sheep are sold to livestock 
farmers for the purpose of re¬ 
production. 

They claim that their ani¬ 
mals are bred with much love 
and the best quality food to 
ensure a high quality of milk 
and great meat for consumers. 

A few tips on how to breed 
goats and sheep: 

* Make a fence or adequate 
stall for the animals. It is im¬ 
portant to keep the animals to¬ 
gether but to also keep them 
away from other dangerous 
animals. Remember to install 
some kind of roofing to create 
shade from rain and the sun. 

* Place feeding buckets and 
get a cage for the transporta¬ 
tion of your animals. This can 
be obtained at Santa Rosa. 

* Keep the stall or yard area 
dry, this will prevent them get¬ 
ting problems with their hoofs 
or other diseases such as Sar¬ 
nia or parasites. 

* Give your animals medi¬ 
cine against parasites which is 
obtainable at the Vet 

* Cut and take care of the 
animal’s hoofs. Instruction on 
how to do this is available at 
Santa Rosa. 

* Goats and sheep left to 
wonder around in nature will 
eat flowers and trees, but they 
also need concentrated food 
every day, and they need fresh 
grass (alfalfa). 

* Make certain that they al¬ 
ways have fresh drinking 
water every day. 

Santa Rosa offers the serv¬ 
ice of cutting the animals’ 
hoofs, to trim them and sheer 
their coats, as well as they sell 
the alfalfa grain, concentrated 
food and other products for 
the care of your animals.

Goats and sheep have always 
been an important group of an¬ 
imals especially for Aruba. It 
is believed that the domestica¬ 
tion of goats and sheep took 
place more or less 10.000 
years before Christ in the 
mountains of Asia. They are 
considered the oldest domesti¬ 
cated animals for the produc¬ 
tion of meat and milk. Our 
local goats the “cabrito” re¬ 
portedly were brought here 
from Latin American countries 
by the Spanish colonizers. 

Santa Rosa currently has 
three different breeds of goats 
and one breed of sheep, each 
one being used for a different 


purpose. The Anglo 
Nubian breed of 
goats, a descendent 
from South Africa, 
is the most popular 
in America and here 
in Aruba. This 
breed is being used 
for the production 
of milk. It has high 
quality milk con¬ 
taining a lot of fat 
which is ideal for 
making cheese. 
These animals are 
bigger in size with 
large, wide, hang¬ 
ing ears. They have 
a proud character 
and are elegant. 

The Toggenburg 
breed of goats come 
from the Northwest 
of Switzerland, and 
is of medium size, with a short 
fine coat. These are very docile 
goats and easy to work with. In 
Aruba we also use them for the 
production of milk. Every 
morning between 7 and 8 o’¬ 
clock these goats stand in line 
to be milked. 

The Boergeit is another in¬ 
teresting breed which is raised 
primarily for their meat. Their 
meat is of a high quality and 
much liked. This breed hails 
from South Africa, but is be¬ 
lieved to have been smuggled 
into Holland. Because of cer¬ 
tain diseases, this breed was 
not allowed to leave South 
Africa. However, it is said that

MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid will put their dire start 
to the season in La Liga behind 
them when they face English 
champions Manchester City in 
their Champions League 
opener here today, coach Jose 
Mourinho claimed.

- had given the players a 
tongue-lashing after Saturday's 
1-0 defeat by Sevilla, which 
was their second defeat in four 
league games this season and 
left them already eight points 
adrift of bitter rivals 
Barcelona. 

Mourinho, though, was 
keen to move on at the eve-of- 
match press conference and, in 
a rare moment of humility, ad¬ 
mitted that the reason for their 
poor start was down to him 
failing to motivate the players 
enough. 

"My belief is that today, I 
will have a team," said Mour¬ 
inho, who last season guided 
Real to the title and ended bit¬ 
ter rivals Barcelona's strangle¬ 
hold on it. 

"It will be a united team, 
where everyone will work for 
everyone else, where everyone 
will be at the top of their com¬ 
mitment and ability.

MADRID (AFP) - The Span¬ 
ish Football Federation 
(RFEF) announced on Mon¬ 
day that the game’s governing 
body in the country would 
waive a seven-figure govern¬ 
ment subsidy for the second 
year running. 

The RFEF's website carried 
a statement saying that Feder¬ 
ation president Angel Maria 
Villar had told the minister in 
charge of the country’s sports 
council, Miguel Cardenal, that 
he would not be taking up the 
subsidy, said to be worth 3-4 
million euros ($3.9m-$5.2m). 

”1 must thank the Football 
Federation for this generous 
gesture," the RFEF website 
quoted Cardenal as saying. 

"It is a sacrifice, and a sig¬ 
nificant amount of money, 
around 3-4 million euros, 
which will now benefit other 
federations." 

The RFEF's decision comes 
after Cardenal had warned 66 
different sporting federation's 
around the country last week 
that "significant reductions" 
would be made to the amount 
of funding given to sports in 
the government's budget for 
2013. 

Spain has enjoyed huge 
sporting success in recent 
years, including winning the 
football World Cup and Euro¬ 
pean Championship, the Euro- 
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pean basketball title and sev¬ 
eral Davis Cups in tennis, de¬ 
spite the major crisis affecting 
its economy. 

The daily El Pais claims 
that the funding destined to 
sports federations in the coun¬ 
try had already dropped dras¬ 
tically between 2011 and 
2012, from 166.7 million 
euros ($218.6m) to 111 mil¬ 
lion euros. 

Jerry Sandusky 
sentencing set 
for Oct 9 

Jerry Sandusky, the former 
Penn State assistant coach 
who was convicted of child 
sex abuse, will learn Oct. 9 
just how much of the rest of 
his life he will spend in 
prison. 

Sandusky, convicted 
June 22 on 45 counts in¬ 
volving 10 victims, will be 
sentenced in a Bellefonte, 
Pa., court and faces a max¬ 
imum of 442 years in 
prison. Prosecutors have 
indicated they will request 
what amounts to a life sen¬ 
tence for Sandusky, 69. 

The scandal, which 
broke last November with 
Sandusky's arrest, brought 
down the Penn State foot¬ 
ball program, tarnished the 
legacy of the late Joe Pa- 
terno and scarred the entire 
university. 

Prior to sentencing, there 
will be a hearing to deter¬ 
mine whether Sandusky 
should be classified as a vi¬ 
olent sexual predator. 
Under Megan's Law in 
Pennsylvania, criminals so 
classified must register 
their address and place of 
employment with police 
when they’re released from 
prison. It seems unlikely 
that Sandusky will spend 
the rest of his life anywhere 
but behind bars.

The Giants were trailing 27-13 
early in the third quarter when 
Lawrence Tynes' field goal got 
the rally rolling. 

New York scored 21 
straight points to take a 34-27 
lead with 3:59 remaining. 

Tampa Bay responded with 
a touchdown as Mike 
Williams caught a 41-yard 
pass in the left side of the end 
zone to knot the score. 

But Manning and the Gi¬ 
ants had the answer. Nicks 
caught a 50-yard pass down 
the right sideline to put the Gi¬ 
ants in scoring position. 

Brown followed with a 
nine-yard run and reached the 
end zone for his first career 
touchdown on the next play. 

The game ended on an ac¬ 
rimonious note after Bucs 
coach Greg Schiano instructed 
his defensive players to go 
hard against the Giants as 
Manning knelt down to let the 
clock tick down on the final 
play. 


The move irked Giants 
coach Tom Coughlin, who 
confronted Schiano after the 
game while Manning called it 
"a little bit of a cheap shot". 

"We taking a knee, in a 
friendly way. They are firing 
off, and it's a way to get some¬ 
one hurt," Manning said. 

While the Giants were back 
in the winner's circle, the New 
England Patriots and superstar 
quarterback Tom Brady were 
shocked 20-18 by the visiting 
Arizona Cardinals. 

By his standards Brady had 
a tough day. He was inter¬ 
cepted on New England's first 
offensive play and sacked four 
times. 

Brady completed 28 of 46 
passes for 316 yards and ex¬ 
tended his streak to 34 games 
with at least one touchdown 
pass. That's the fourth-best 
such streak in NFL history, but 
it proved too little when Patri¬ 
ots kicker Stephen 
Gostkowski missed a 42-yard 


field goal attempt with one 
second remaining. 

The Patriots had not lost a 
home opener since moving 
into their current Gillette Sta¬ 
dium in 2002. 

"Nobody gave us a 
chance," said Cardinals 
Coach Ken Whisenhunt. "But 
our guys believed they could 
do it, and it's great to see 
them operate that way." 

In Indianapolis, Adam 
Vinatieri kicked a game-win¬ 
ning field goal with eight sec¬ 
onds left as the Colts edged 
the Minnesota Vikings 23-20. 

It was a first NFL victory 
for Colts quarterback Andrew 
Luck, who was taken with the 
first pick in the NFL draft to 
succeed four-time NFL Most 
Valuable Player Peyton Man¬ 
ning. 

Ryan Tannehill also 
notched his first win as an 
NFL quarterback, throwing for 
200 yards with his first touch¬ 
down to help Miami to a 35-13 
victory over Oakland. 

In other games, Carolina 
defeated New Orleans 35-27, 
handing the Saints their first 0- 
2 start to a season since 2007. 
Philadelphia quarterback 
Michael Vick dived across the 
line for a touchdown with 1:55 
to play to lift the Eagles to a 
24-23 victory over Baltimore. 

Buffalo bounced back from 
a tough opening defeat to the 
New York Jets with a 35-17 vic¬ 
tory over Kansas City. Cincin¬ 
nati defeated Cleveland 34-27 
in an Ohio derby, Houston beat 
Jacksonville 27-7, St. Louis 
edged Washington 31 -28, Seat¬ 
tle thumped Dallas 27-7, Pitts¬ 
burgh beat the New York Jets 
27-10, San Diego defeated Ten¬ 
nessee 38-10 and San Francisco 
beat Detroit 27-19.

NFL: Giants rally 
for win over 
Buccaneers 



WASHINGTON AFP) - Andre 
Brown ran two yards for a 
touchdown with 31 seconds to 
play Sunday as quarterback Eli 
Manning and the New York 
Giants rallied for a 41-34 NFL 
victory over Tampa Bay on 
Sunday. 

With the dramatic victory, 
the reigning Super Bowl 
champion bounced back from 
a season-opening loss to the 
Dallas Cowboys. 

Manning, bedevilled by 
three first-half interceptions, 
atoned with two of his three 
touchdown passes in the fourth 
quarter. His 510 passing yards 
were a career high and just 
three yards shy of the club 


record of 513 set by Phil Sims 
in 1985. 

Brown (#35) carried the 
ball 13 times for 71 yards and 
a touchdown. Victor Cruz 
caught 11 passes for 179 yards 
and a TD and Manning con¬ 
nected with Hakeem Nicks 10 
times for 199 yards and a 
score. 

"No one wants to start 0-2, 
even though we’ve done that 
before and made a run and got 
into the playoffs,” Manning 
said. "It's a big win, especially 
with the first half, playing 
poorly and last week not play¬ 
ing well.
